Report from Liverpool — Further relative to plaque cases on barge 

Wesley. 

Vice-Consul Sulis reports, November 17: 

The barge Wesley, on which the cases of plague in the port of Liver- 
pool occurred (see Public Health Reports, Nov. 13, 1908, p. 1657, and 
Nov. 20, 1908, p. 1699), is a coasting vessel and came to Liverpool from 
Widness, on the upper reaches of the river Mersey. The first death 
occurred October 23 while the patient was being removed to hospital. 
The deceased was a resident of the town of Widness. The other 
cases were removed under sanitary precautions to an isolation hospital 
ashore.

Reports from Calcutta — Transactions of service — Cholera, plague, 
and smallpox — Plague in India and Bengal. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Eakins reports, October 22 and 29: 
During the week ended October 17 bill of health was issued to the 
steamship Barer f els bound for Boston and New York with a total crew 
of 73. The usual precautions were taken, the holds fumigated, rat 
guards placed on the wharf lines, and the Asiatics' effects disinfected. 
During the week ended October 3 there were 7 deaths from cholera, 
7 from plague, and 1 from smallpox in Calcutta; in Bengal during 
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the same week, 16 cases and 21 deaths from plague; in India during 
the same period, 2,766 cases and 2,065 deaths from plague. 

During the week ended October 24 bill of health was issued to the 
steamship Neidenfels, bound for Boston and New York with a total 
crew of 62. The usual precautions were taken, the holds fumigated, 
rat guards placed on the wharf lines, and the Asiatics' effects disinfected. 

During the week ended October 10 there were 13 deaths from cholera, 
6 from plague, and 2 from smallpox in Calcutta. In Bengal there were 
13 cases of plague with 11 deaths. In India there were 2,211 cases of 
plague with 1,634 deaths.
